Chair- 
man John T. Adams of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, who 
has boldly criticised Senators Lodge 
and Pepper for daring to suggest to 
President Coolidge that he! call for 
Attorney-General Daugherty’s res- 
ignation, does not live in the twi- 
light zone of politics and his readi- 
ne@s to champion the cause of 
Daugherty can be taken to mean 
he has made his own investigation 
of the facts and has come to the 
conclusion there is no case agai\st 
the Attorney-General, nothing ex- 
cept the impression resulting from 
the clever attacks made by the 
Democratic speakers in the Senate. 


Chairman Adams’ strategy will 
prevail. Attorney-General Daugh- 
erty will have his hearing. Adams 
represents the strength of the party 
organization, On one occasion dupr- 
ing the Harding administration 
when Adams ventured to express 
the opinion that it Would be unwise 
to agitate the world court proposal 
this campaign year, there was re- 
seritment in some quarters, but 
President Harding yielded to the 
counsel of Chairman Adams rather 
than split the party wide open.

STATEMENT BY BUSCH 
ON HOSPITAL STORY 


Says He Was Asked if Brew- 
ery Would Sell Bevo 
Building. 


August A, Busch, president of 
Anheuser-Busch, Inc., yesterday is- 
sued a statement explaining what 
had transpired in connection with 
the formerly proposed use of part 
of the Anheuser-Busch brewery 
for a disabled veterans’ hospital. 

His statement was prompted by 
the declaration of Col. H. D. Me- 
Bride of St. Louis, State cummand- 
er of the American Legion, in Kan- 
sas City Friday that a committee 
sponsored by the Veterans’ Bureau 
visited St. Louis to “approve pur- 
chase of the brewery” for euch a 
hospital. McBride, intimating that 
watchfulness of the legion frustrat- 
ed the deal, decalred the legion 
was “prepared to go to any extent 
to keep the Forbes crowd from 
dumping our wounded comrades 
into a brewery to satisfy a group of 
politicians.” 

The Busch statement, 
follows: 

“Some time ago Busch was ap- 
proached by a man not connected 
either with the brewery or the Fed- 
eral service and was asked if the 
brewery would sell the Bevo build- 
ing, Broadway and Pestalozzi 
streets, to the Government for a 
soldiers’ hospital. Busch stated that 
his company would sell the build- 
ing, which ts near Lyon Park, if 
the proper price were offered: that 
he was not interested in the propo- 
sition, although he would not re< 
fuse a fair figure for the building. 

“Nothing wassaid then orat any 
time indicating that anyone desited 
to buy the brewery Plant as a 
whole for this purpose, or for any 
other purpose. The conversation 
related entirely to one bullding, 
which containg more than 27 acres 
of floor space and is new, thor- 
oughly sanitary and absolutely fire- 
proof building, isolated on all four 
sides by streets. With 1t wag to be 
sold a large plot of ground adjoin- 
ing, which was to be made into a 
recreation ground for the patients. 
The building covers a city block 
and it also was contemplated that

“He added that had any suggées- 
tion been made to him to use the 
brewery plant as a whole for hos- 
pital purposes, he would have re. | 
jected it at once, because the whole | 
plant is not suitable for hospital 
purposes and he desires to use the 
plant for his own busines«.”

We encoun- 
tered stubborn resistance to many 
acts of legislation whose wisdom 
has been established by the facts. 

“First of all, when we began 
our task in 1915, we faced a hos- 
tile Upper Council, only two of its 
42 members being Laborites, and 
alli appointed for life by the Crown. 
Year after year they threw out la- 
bor legislation. In time we gained 
a little by increasing the number 
of members and causing the ap- 
pointment of Labor candidates, 
but eventually we were obliged to 
legislate the Upper Council out of 
existence, this taking effect, with 
the royal assent, in 1922. The 
Lower House has been steadily 
filled ‘with a Labor majority at 
each of the three elections since 
1915, and we believe Labor's ma- 
jority is destined to increase from 
now on. 

“Our next difficulty was in the 
antagonism shown by London fi- 
nancial interests toward the 
Queensland Government’s policies, 
when we sought to float a loan 
there and their desire to control 
our policy. We have declined to 
yield in any sense to dictation of 
that sort and consequently have 
remained off the London money 
market for the last four years. 
Since 1920 we have financed our 
public works and State develop- 


ment projects by loans taken up in 
Australia and, on two occasions, 


in New York. 
“Catering to the Worker.”’ 

“The London financiers told us 
bluntly that we had no right to 
break contracts made by a previous 
Government to protect landed pro- 
prietors, may of whom lived in En- 
gland, in their revenues. No such 
contract was ever made. They at- 


tempted to dictate to us an aban- 


donment of our program for work- 
ingmen’s insurance, being alarmed 
for the profits of stockholders in 
private companies. We showed 
them that we were creating no 
State monopoly of such insurance.

It has twice the air capacity and operates suc- 
cessfully with only half the pressure of regular 
tires. We believe it to be the most important 
contribution to motoring comfort, safety and 
economy since the invention of the pneumatic 
tire. 


2 How Does It Differ From the Interchange- 
able, or ““Semi-BaJloon”?

A. Rheostat, amplifying tube 
transformer, socket and “A” and 
“B”’ batteries. These instruments 
are obtainable in units, already 
wired, which greatly simplifies their 
addition to a detector circuit. <A 
telephone jack connected before 
and after the amplifier will also 
acilitate quick changing from the 
detectot to the amplifier. In this 
ease, a telephone plug must be at- 
tached to the end of the head- 
phones or loud speaker cord. 

Q. During zero weather I could 
pick up distant stations, sometimes 
several hundred miles away, using 
a simple crystal set.

(3) No. The WD-11 
is a 1%-volt tube while the 201-A 
is a 6-volt tube. They might be 
used with separate “‘A"’ batteries, 
the first as a detector and the sec- 
ond as an amplifier. 


Q. About a year ago I pur- 
chased a receiver and two-stage 
amplifier, in which I have been 
using UV-200 and UV-201 tubes.

A. We would suggest that if 
you use a storage battery to light 
the filaments of your tubes, that 
you continue to use a UV-200 tube 
as detector, and the “A” tubes as 
amplifiers.

'a 25-ohm resistance unit must be 
placed in the circuit between the 
detector and amplifier. Many ex- 
perienced radio enthusiasts have a 
strong preference for the UV-200 
tube for ‘‘detecting.”” It functions 
with only a 6-ohm rheostat, but 
the “A’’ tubes require 30 ohms.

LONDON, Feb. 25.—~Thousands 
of tons of blue soil from the South 
African diamond mine country are 
being transported to London to be 
used as part of the South African 
exhibit at the Empire Exposition. 
The earth from which comes the 
most valuable diamonds In the 
world is expected to yield thou- 
sands of dollars’ worth of the 
stones, which will be cut and pol- 
ished before the public eye.

WHEN THE GOVERNOR OF KENTUCKY 


WAS ASSASSINATED. 


This is the third in a series of six feature articles 
by Irvin S. Cobb, in which the well-known newspa- 
per man, story writer and humorist describes some 
of his most interesting experiences. Two of the 
articles already have appeared in the Post-Dispatch 
Sunday Magazine. Dramatic in themselves, these 
stories are true, and Mr. Cobb tells them graphically.

HE end of my third year in the me- 
tropolis of the State of Kentucky found 
me covering all the big political stories 
that broke loose—they broke  fre- 
quently in that State, where politics 
is the main diversion of the male pop- 
ulace—and between times I was dofng 
a column of jingles and supposedly humorous para- 
graphs. 

There was a period, though, of many months on 
end when ther® was mighty little time for running 
2 humorous column—-I was too busy following the 
political fortunes and the last days on earth of State 
Senator William Goebel, that son of a Pennsylvania 
German, whose ambitions and whose death—and 
the manner of it—-practically plunged Kentycky into 
civil war. 

Hie was a Napoleon of politics if ever one lived. 
He had audacity, ruthlessness, a genius of leader- 
ship. an instinct for absolute despotism, a gift for 
organization, a perfect disregard for other men’s 
rights or lives where his own wishes were con- 
cerned; the brain to plan and the will to execute. 
He had devoted followers by the thousand, and 
hundreds called him their friend, but I do not be- 
lieve any living creature ever read the inside of that 
dark and lonely soul of his. 

Had he lived, I am firmly convinced he either 
would have ruled the Democratic party in the na- 
tion or he would have wrecked it. He loved power 
as drunkards love their bottle and he would have 
waded through blood up to his armpits to have his 
way. 

One man—Col. John Sanford-——stood in his path 
and Goebel shot him to death in the s* eets of Cov- 
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Cobb, who helped to bear the mortally wounded William Goebel to; 
came near being shot himself as he ran by a “short cut” to victim’; . 
Policeman aimed revolver at him twice, thinking he was the murdé 
flight, but Cobb did not know about his narrow escape until three i 
later —.A melodrametic chapter in A serican political history 


ington. Sanford tried to draw, but Goebel 
him to it. 

Even so, there is no doubt but that Goebel aimed 
at the ultimate betterment of plain people; the 
trouble was that his good motives were tinctured by 
the lust for authority which gnawed at the.man day 
and night, making him a malignant and a dangerous 
force. In. Southern puhlic life he loomed as a curi- 
ous and an alien yinnacle. 

By a great many of the members of the old po- 
litical oligarchy of the State—which final- 
ly he overthrew—he was called an intrud- 
er and an interloper and a presumptuous, 
‘ill-mannered upstart. They dubbed him 
‘“‘poor white trash.” 

They hated him  pliously. They had 

reason to——he brought their century-old 

political aristocracy smashing down in ruins about 

their heads, and did it, too, while defying all tradi- 

tions of office-seeking and office-holding which the 
fathers of the faith had built up. 

He had none of the hand-shaking, pat-’em-on-the- 
back tricks of the typical Kentucky job hunter. He 
was no orator~-another point of difference between 
him and the run of our reigning political class., He 
belonged to no old family. He had no social graces. 
In mixed company he was embarrassed and 
showed it. 


He was cold and secluded, an aloof figure and a 
malformed one, a machine Ss with a ma- 
chine made personality. 

He had lieutenants to do his bidding. But in 
Goebel’s camp there was only one commander—and 
that was Goebel. 

When I first knew him.he was a State Senator 
and a candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. By triek and device, by main strength 
and brutal foree, he wrested the nomination from 
a hostile convention and split the party wide open. 

At the election, on the face of the re- 
turns, he was defeated by a Republican 
whose candidacy had been backed by a 
great number of disgruntled Democrats. 
He contested the result before the Gen- 
eral Assembly and was about to be seat- 
ed when an assassin shot him down 
from a window of the executive building 
on the old Statehouse Square at Frank- 
fort. He lingered five da: °-— 
jong enough to take the oath of 
office as Governor—and then, 
dying, left a malign legacy to his 
State, the aetive seeds of a political feud which, 
after the lapse of more than a score of years, 
have not quit sprouting. 

I heard the shot that felled him on a cold 
January morning of 1900, and, hearing it, I 
ran out of the legislative halt and was one of 
those who helped to carry the stricken man 
away. From the men who had been with him 
when he dropped I got the hurried 
details while we were bearing 
him these three blocks through 
the street to the old Capitol Hotel, 
and rushed them over the wire to 
my paper. I covered the cap- 
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tures, under exciting circumstances, of several of 
the men aceused of confederating to murder Goebel, 
and IL covered the first trials of three of these al- 
leged conspiratore—Caleb Powers, Henry Youtsey 
and James Howard. « 

There were many distinctly thrilling moments in 
coverigg the Goebel story.

Alike to the man who scolds, the one who jollies 
and the one who tries to be cute. this outlet fer 
his feelings wil! be closed. He deals with nothing 
but a dial, which, with the equipment at the Main, 
Olive or other office, is impersonally but alertly 
ready to give him whatever number he asks for. 

At first glance, the method of “dialing” looks 
rather complicated, but it’s really very simple. With 
a little explanation, and a little practice, anybody 
can operate the dia!. It would not be surprising if 
ehildren did more telephoning than they used to, just 
for the fun of manipulating the dial. It makes a 
nice plaything. And as for the @ignified business 
mah who habitually twiddles a pencil or a paper- 
weight. as he talks, ponders. loafs——— 

A typical substation dial. such as the one illustrat- 
ed on this page, has 19 circular white spaces ar- 
ranged around it, near the rim. Above the face of 
the dial. and easily retated, is a finger wheel with 
‘ircular openings which correspond with the white 
spaces. Thus, the black letters and figures printed 
en the white spaces are al! visible when the finger 
wheel is at rest. Attached to one side of the dial. 
and raised far enough above the finger wheel not 
to imterfere with its rotatien, is a finger stop. 

The process of “dialing’’ a number. which wil] re- 
place the familiar way of telling a voung woman 
at the exchange what number vou want, depends 
mpon the telephone user’s own care in choosing the 
right letters and numbers, in the proper order. 

Not all the details as to telephene numbers under 
the new system here have been worked out. but if 
that future directory should contain such a number 
as M-ain 1321. the process of dialing would be as 
follows: 

First, take off the receiver and place it to the ear, 
heing careful not to “jiggle” the hook. then listen 
for what is called the “dialing tone.” This is a 
‘tear, steady. humming sound which can be heard as 
soon as the equipment is ready for yvotr call. Usu- 
ally it will come on at one, or within a few seconds. 

Second, place the index finger of t’ * other hand 
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tirmiy im the opening above the white space 
where the letter M shows. then rotate the dial 
to the right, firmly and evenly, until your 
finger towehes the finger stop: 

Third, remove your finger from the hole 
and, without touchigg the finger wheel, let it 
rotate back and ceme to rest im its origina! po- 
sition. , 

Forrth. in the same way dial the fig- 
ure 4, then the figure 3, and so on, until 
the entire station number. M-ain 4321. 
bas been dialed. Or. if the number 
should stamd in the directery as MA-in 
4321. first the letter W and then the let- 
ter A would be dialed, before treating in 
the same way the separate figures, 4. 3. 2 
and 1. 

And when this procedure has been 
earefully followed through, the bell of 
Station M-ain 4321 automatically begins 
ringing. Or if the dialed station is 
“busy,” the “buzz-buzz-buzz” so familiar 
now will be heard. 

If the called station is out of order, a 
signal will be shown in the office, as tel- 
ephone workers call the leca] exchanges, 
and the voice of a young woman (for 
some operators always will be necessary, 
even when a2 manual board has been re- 
piaced with one of the machine switch- 
ing type). will so inform the person who 
is dialing that number. There wilil be 
provision also for dialing “chief opera- 
tor” or “information.” so that with me- 
chanica! switching not quite all contact 
is lest between tele- 
phone and a human op- 
erator. 

“But,” one may ab- 
ject. “it’s all very well 
to say that in the sys- 
tem of mechanical 
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switching the telephoning public will tell its num- 
bers to the dial instead of to the operator. Now, 
just hew does the system work?” 

Stripped of all the technical terms which would 
be needful in a thorough. scientific explanation of 
mechanica! switching, here is a brief description 
of what occurs when a telephone patron dials a num- 
ber, and how he gets it. 

After the subscriber has heard the “dialing tone,” 
he dials his number in the manner already described. 
As he does this dialing, the interruptions in an elec- 
trical circuit which are made by the operation of the 
dial are stored up in a part of the mechanical equip- 
ment at the office (local exchange). This corre- 
sponds to speaking the words to an operator. 

The equipment then translates these dial “pulses” 
to the connecting mechanism, where they cause little 
metal fingers to pass over long rows of terminalis, 
one for each of the stations served from that office. 
The fingers pick out the correct wire over which the 
eall is te be completed. And when the connection 
has thus been made to the called station, the bell 
of the latter station rings automatically. 

The fingers fly rapidly up and dewn panels in 
the office, choose the proper termimals without a 
moment’s hesitation and the connection thus secured 
is maintained until one of the communicating sta- 
tions hangs up the reeeiver.

As the running fox becomes warm the scent of his 
body becomes stronger. and it clings to the weeds 
and grasses and brush that his body touched, and 
from then on the dogs run with heads up. the scent 
eoming to them in the air: and when the race settles 
down. and the fox is running steadily from 50 to 100 


-Yards ahead. his body scent fil's the air, and he is 


easily trailed. 

I had an exainple of that once ir a hunt in the 
Ozark hills of Arkansas. I was !ivina on the ground, 
near a fire. with my head on a iqg and my feet 
stretched out. when the chase came up over that hill 
and the fox ran so close to mv feet that I smelled 
him plainly as he passed.

Let us assume that we, safely grounded, are well 
within our own lines when the great mother airship 
is sighted.

They are not all our 
own machine guns. 
Some of them belong to 
airplanes which are try- 
ing to come near enough 
to bomb our mother 
ship. But our own 
planes, those carried by 
the mother, her beloved 
children, fight valiantly. 
The dutiful children protect their fond parent. They 
snap and snarl. Whey dart angrily at the enemy. 
They rise above the offspring of the opposing side 
and drop bombs, destroying them. Now and then 
an enemy craft is sent down by machine-gun fire. 
Alas! dewn comes one of the brave babies fresh 
from the womb of the mother airship. The enemy 
has won, to that extent. The unfortunate child has 
been overwhelmed, but she falls fighting valiantly. 
One of her sisters, or brothers, as we observe, 
avenges her death by slaying her slayer. 
Now the mother ship has decreased, in the dis- 
tance, to a size much smaller than was apparent 
when she passed overhead. Such is the illusion, at 


‘any rate. But she’s just as big as ever, and just as 


brave. Those of us who have fieldglasses of the 
strongest lens power behold now another thing ‘of 
amazement. Just a few miles back of the place we 
know as the location of our first line of trenches, 
close up to the enemy’s works, the great ship slows 
down and begin gracefully to descend. 

Look closely now. Don’t miss this marvel of 
military advance. You can tell this to your grand- 
children—if the war doesn’t get you and all your 
folks. ‘Those extra men carried in the airship are 
pouring out, they are landing, they are forming in 
line of march, they are taking their places in the 
trenches, relieving the worn-out: doughboys who 
have done their stint and won well their relief. Hun- 
dreds of men carried to the front in the mother ship 
are put in action thus, much more quickly than 
could be the case were they marched afoot or driven 
by motor car. 

The fight for protection of the mother ship goes 
on apace. It beqpmes mére furious. The heavens reek 
flame and blood. Sardonic laughter of defiance 
leaps from the throats of a thousand guns in mid- 
air. Demoniac howls of derision belch from great 
guns set on terra firma. But the children fight off 
those who would murder their mother. 

At a small desk in the forward cabin of that craft 
sits a silent man, chewing an unlighted cigar and 
wishing he might be permitted to light it.. He is 
the commander of the ship, the skipper of the super- 
Leviathan. He is calm, apparently unworried by 
the tumult and the terror. He has been there be- 
fore, for this man has won to his skippership 
through a series of just such battles. He is receiv- 
ing and sending orders and information by radio. 
He learns, let us say, that supplies.are needed 500 
miles to the south, down there on the long-drawn 
front where the conflict rages even more fiercely 
than in the sector at our own front. 

After the sick and wounded from the trenches 
here are taken aboard, to be dropped off as the ship 
passes a comfortable hospital safe from enemy at- 
tack, the commgnder gives a signal. Up the“ great

She is cargoed this time with supplies for the men 
in that southern sector. Off again she flies, headed 
for the point selected for the next big fight for her 
life. As she approaches that point, a battle such as 
we have dese ribs d briefly here takes place. The 
fallen children of the devoted mother have been 
replaced at the airplaftie factory en route. Thus there 
is again a whole squadron to fight for her. She’is. 
perhaps, the world’s only parent that can recruit her 
family up.to.the desired numerical siz2 within a 
few hours. 

Now, all that goes before is not the result of this 
writer’s imagination. It is based on more solid 
ground. The mother airship carrying a brood of 
planes for self-prctection, cargoed with military 
suppfies for ‘thes. army on the ground, and bearing 
fresh troops for the trenches, is the answer of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel John A. Paegelow, commandant at 
Seott Field, near Belleville, Ill., to a recent pro- 
nouncement by Gen. Georges A. L. Dumont, military 
attache of the French embassy at Washington. When 
Gen. Dumont reached New York by sea, he told re- 


' porters: 


“I received, at sea, word of the disaster to our 
French airship, the Dixmude, which exploded and 
fell into the sea. I am deeply grieved... Her com- 
mander was my personal friend. I believe the fate 


, of the Dixmude will convince the world that dirigi- 


bles are useless. It will take years to replace the 
crew, who could have operated airplanes, which in 
time Of war are far more efficient.’’ 

Incidentally, Gen. Dumort- prophesied a tragic end 
for the American navy’s great airship, Shenandoah, 
seen at St. Louis on the oecasion of the aviation 
meet last fall. The Shenandoah, as you cannot have 


forgotten, had a thrifling experience about the time 
Gen. Dumont landed, having broken away fremi its 
mooring mast at Lakehurst, N. J., and ridden out a 
, gale. Though her nose was caved in, the 


Shenandoah rode the gale safely. : 

“The mother airship is my answer to Gen. Du- 
mont,’ said Col. Paegelow. “I firmly believe that 
such a craft as I have outlined to you will be de- 
veloped within a few years, and that it will be highly 
useful in the next war, just as I have suggested. As 
to the future of the dirigible, what more do you 
want? 

“The airship develops along the same line that 

the ship sailing the sea develops. - There is a kin- 
Ship between the two that should not be overlooked. 
The bigger and stronger the ship at sea, the more 
efficient she is. The same principle applies to’ the 
ship of the air. We have the Leviathan of the sea. 
and she is a success. Why not the Leviathan of the 
air, then? ; 
_ “Airship operation is more a matter of men than 
of machines. It is the efficiency, the morale, the 
devotion of the crew that counts most. One man 
aboard an airship may toss a monkeywrench into 
the -proposition and smash up the whole works. A 
crew in which every man is onto his job, always 
there with the goods, never delinquent ifXany sense 
—that is our ideal. 

“If Congress would only give us funds sufficient 
to develop not only the material aspect of the air- 
ship but the efficiency and morale of the men, we 
should see a most surprising and gratifying prog- 
ress from year to year. The matter is strictly up 
to Congress. The trouble is that when the airship 
service has a lamentable accident, several of which 
have happened in recent years, as you know, people 
like Gen. Dumont come forward and shout that 
the airship is a failure, that the dirigible type is 
doomed, that it is but the plaything of the winds 
and the thunder—and the lightning, as in the case of 
the unfortunate Dixmude. 7 
\ “As to the Dixmude, it wasn’t handled properly. 
Furthermore, it was permitted to go on that fatal 
flight when its commander and crew knew there 


~were defects in its construction. They had ‘pro- 


tested against those defects. Again, the Dixmude 
was filled with hydrogen gas, an instanwly inflam- 
mable gas. The Shenandoah and our five airships 
here at Scott Field carry helium gas, which cannot 
explode. Lightning won’t blow up helium-filled 
ships. 

“And look at the Shenandoah! She did nobly. 
She proved her ability to ride out a storm and the, 
efficiency of her crew... Her deportment in that 
storm was admirable. If you ask about the future 
of the airship, the Shenandoah’s recent experience 
should be a considerable part of your answer.” 

Col. Paegelow, enlarging upon the primary im- 
portance of developing airship crews to the ulti 
mate apex of efficiency, cited with pride the case of

He knew every tree and briar 
patch, rock and hummock within a ra-| 
dius of five or 10 miles, and, no mat-| 
ter how hard he was pressed, he would 
not go beyond the area with which he) 
was acquainted: he would run there in| 
circles until he was tired of the race. | 

Four times that night the fox ran this | 
circle, and all the time, when the dogs 
were within hearing, each man there | 
knew the yelp of his hound, and which | 
was closest to the fox, and generally | 
which was second. Fifty men there| 
had never heard those dogs before, yet 
within half an hour they knew the 
mouths of every dog in the race. 

“That's easy,”’ said one. “You soon 
get to know a man’s voice, don’t you? 
No two men have voices alike. In a | 
choir one sings bass, another tenor. Just | 
so with hounds; each has his own pe-| 
culiar voice.”’ ' | 

Fox hunters have a siang of their| 
own. They seldom speak of the bark or, 
bay of a hound; it is always the. 
“mouth.” <A hunter, inquiring about 
the merits of a hound, will ask: ‘“How’s | 
his mouth?’ Each hunter has his own | 
preference in the kind of mouth a 
hound should have. There is the “chop 
mouth,”’ a quick, sharp bark; the “long 
mouth,’’ a prolonged bark, sometimes 
“so long that he has to back up to get| 
it all out’; the “squawling mouth,” a' 
sort of screaming, shivering cry; the 
“calking mouth,” that sounds like 
“calk! calk! calk!’’ the “horn mouth,” 
fine and keen; the “short chop,” a quick 
barking in a tenor key. 

When the race was going well that 
night there was a good deal of friendly 
banter. 

“If you want to hear heavenly music, 
listen to that hound of mine,’ said 
one. 
“Git. out,’ retorted another. ‘“Be- 
fore it’s over he'll sound like a tin 
whistle alongside Sousa’s band, com- 
pared with the mouth of my hound.” 

“That’s my Sailor up in front; he'll 
soon run him in,”’ a man said.

He walked slowly out into the dart. 
ness, listening for another cry. Soon be

of a lost dog calling for her master, like 
the ery of a lost child at a picnic wailing 
for its mother.

| Seon they came in, the dog limping. 
‘and with head down. slinking along, 
showing chagrin and shame as plainly 
as a person could, and, although many 
patted and praised her, she knew she 
had made a failure of it. 

Soon afterward there came another 
kind of a ery, one of pain. and the 
group of listeners became excited. One 
shouted: 

“She's hung on the fence; where's 
that flashlight?" And a dozen of them 
started off in the direction of the cries. 
'Then the cry ceased: the dog had got 
tree again and gone on, and the crowd 
came back: and steries were told of 
dogs that were caught in barbed-wire 
fences, sometimes hanging for days 
before they were found, sometimes dy- 
ing there, in remote places. 

One reason why so many fox hunts 
are without horses is that they could 
not leap those high barbed fences ‘in 
safety. Another reason is that when 
fox hunting spread from the cleared 
'ffelds and comparatively level stretches 
of Maryland and Virginia, to the south 
and west, the forests were too thick and 
-the hills too steep and rough for that 
|kind of horseback riding. And one of 


‘| the chief reasons why so many fox races 


‘are held at night is that in daytime 
|farmers’ boys so often shoot at foxes 
and hounds. 

With Julie out of the race that night 
it soon came to an end.. The crying of 
'the pack ceased abruptly. The dogs 
had either “made a lose,’ that is, they 
had lost the trail, or the fox had -got 
|tired of the sport and ran into his 
|hole. There he would be safe, for no 
good hound will ever try to dig out a 
| fox. The fox hunter is a fox protector, 
| too. 
| All through the fox-hunting country 
| there is a regular traffic in young foxes. 
' Hunters and clubs “plant” them, to 
have the sport of chasing them later. 
_ They even dig holes for them and line 
the openings with concrete, so no cur or 
| potlicker hound can dig them out, and 
there a fox may find protection and 
| furnish sport to the farmers around for 
|many years. I heard a fox hunter of 
_ Tennessee say of a fox in his territory: 

“If you'd offer us $500 for that for 

we wouldn't let you kill him.” 
| I have heard many a fox-hunting 
|tarmer argue that a fox was a benefit 
because of the gophers and other pests 
he destroyed. 
| The following week the Buchanan- 
Platte County Fox Hunters Association 
had its annual meet on Pfander’s farm,* 
near Savannah, Mo.. and one night, at 
8 o'clock, I saw 42 hounds loosed there. 
Fifteen minutes later they jumped a fox 
and they ran him through a timbered 
valley that curved around the north half 
|of a long ridge. while a group of 200 
Men stood listening to their mouthings 
echoing in rolling waves of sound that 
could be heard for miles. They drove 
far off to the southward, almost out 
of hearing, and then curved northward 
again and came up over the ridge. 
We ran to a cleared field on top of 
that ridge and stood beside a wire fence 
that bisected it. and saw the fox run 
out of a field of standing corn about 
200 yards distant. Between the edge 
of that corn and the fence at which we 
Stood was a field of wheat stubble cov- 
ered with a thick growth of weeds 18 
|}inehes tall. A full October moon made 
the night almost as light as day, and 
we saw the fox come down the slope 
| straight toward us, leaping hich to clear 
the weeds. He must have seen us first 
when within 50 feet of us. fer then he 
turned sharply to the right. slipped 
under the lowest strand of wire. crossed 
a pasture and melted into the shadow 
|of the trees beyond. 
| On came the dogs. tonguing loudly, 
(and driving hard. Clesely bunched, 
‘they poured over the wire fence like a 
| white cloud and followed th@ fox into 
‘the timber. Ten minutes later their 
mouthings ceased Ther had lost the 
itrail. The hunters kindled a great fire

near a thern thicket, where there was 
plenty of dead wood, and, while the 
burning thorns crackled and a fountain 
of feathery red sparks spouted upward 
into the tree tops, an argument |) began 
as to wilrether a fox really enjoy 

ahead of the hounds. 

The majority of hunters , 
the fox is a good sport, and ge 
of fun out of it. Old hunters say 
will not stay in a neighborhood where 
there are no dogs to give him the ex- 
citement of a race occasionally. I have 
heard many tell of seeing a fox delib- 
erately come out in front of the dogs 
and bark to attract and entice them into 
a race. 

James Hart, who boasts that he has 
slept for 75 years within 10 feet of 
where he was born in a Missouri farm- 
house, and has been hunting foxes as 
long as he can remember, was sure that 
the fox gets as much fun from a race as 
do dogs and men. 

“Of course the fox enjoys it or he 
wouldn't run as long as he does; he 
could run into his hole, or trick the 
dogs and get away almost any time,” 
he said. 

I was curious to know what those 
hunters would think of a story I had 
heard at a fox hunt in Arkansas, south 
of Huntsville. An old farmer-hunter 
from Boston Mountain was there with 
his dogs, and as we lay on the grass 
around a camp fire of pitch pine stumps, 
he told of how he stood on the edge of 
a bluff overlooking White River, when 
a red fox, racing ahead ,f his hounds, 
come out of the brush and ran upon a 


-wide sandbar at the foot of the vluff. 


The fox went to the water’s edge, as 
if to swim across, but the current was 
swift, and he turned and ran down 
along the sandbar, parallel with the 
shore, for about 200 yards. There he 
wheeled and ran back over his trail for 
about 100 yards, and leaped off to oue 
side a distance of fully 15 feet. The 
dogs were coming close, and the fox 
hunted around, running swiftly here 
and there, until he found a patch of red- 
Gish-colored gravel, almost the exact 
color of his coat, and he squatted down 
upon it, with all four legs spread out. 

“His own color matched that gravel 
so closely that as he lay there. all flat- 
tened out, I could hardly see him my- 
self,” the hunter said. “He hadn't been 
there a second tfil my three hounds 
came out, full tilt, on his track. They 
followed it to the water, then on down 
along the shore, right by where the 
fox lay, and not 50 feet from him, and 
as soon as they were past him he sprang 
up and dashed off into the brush. The 
dogs followed the trail to its end, and 
then back and forth, and finally picked 
it up again where he had tted on 
the gravel, but by that time he was far 
away and safe.” . 

I repeated that story to those Missou- 
ri hunters, and they had no doubt it 
was true. L. F. Gingery, editor of The 


Red Ranger, a veteran fox hunter, said: 


“TIT have seen a fox do that very thing, 
leap off the trail and squat on the 
ground amongst leaves of his own color, 
and lie there until the houads ran past.” 

It is an old trick of a fox, when hard 
pushed, to run as fast as he.can until 
he is far enough ahead of the hounds to 
double back on his tracks and vault to 
one side, and run off at right angles to 
his original trail. This gives him such 
a start of the dogs that when they reach 
the trail’s end and run back over it, he 
is generally bevond their catching 
again. 

Gingery asserts he has seen a fox 
make a leap of 20 feet on level ground. 
John L. Clark, president of the Buchan- 
an-Platte County Association, told of 
how he stood on a hill, listening to a 
race, when the fox came out of the tim- 
ber and ran through a cornfield. At the 
other edge of it he whirled around and 
doubled back on his trail for 100 yards 
and reared up on his hind legs, with his 
head up, listening to the dogs a mo- 
ment; then he jumped off about 15 feet 
and ran on. When the dogs got to the 
edge of his tracks at the edge of the 
corn they lost his trail. 

Gingery saw a fox stop in a weed 
patch, when pursued, and run around in 
little circles, switch his long tail every- 
where amongst the weeds, to scatter the 
scent, then he sprang off 20 feet and 
ran in another direction. When the 
dogs reached that spot they became ex- 
cited; they seemed to think the fox was 
right there somewhere, the scent was so 
strone. = 

“They wore those weeds down trying 
to find that fox; they were completely 
baffled and lost the trail right there,” 
said Gingery.
